natural son of the Duke of Northumber- 
land, gave all of his property, is surely 
one of tlie most interesting establish- 
ments in the government and iu the 
.short half century of its existence has 
grown beyond the hopes even of its first, 
regents. It is the mother of a number 
sf independent, bureaus. The nsh com- 
mission is the outgrowth of its work iu 
ichthyology, the weather bureau of its 
meteorological work, arid the national 
museum, of which Mr. Sinithsou's cab- 
inet of minerals formed the nucleus, is a 
separate establishment, although still 
nnder the direction of tho institution, 
as are also the bureau of international 
exchanges, with Professor Wiulock at 
its head; the bureau of American eth- 
Kojogy, of which Professor Powell is di- 
rector; tho national zoological park, 
Frank Baker, superintendent, and the 
iistrophTsieal observatory, which is tho 
especial pet of Professor Langley.

If the hill corn is desired for both 


odder and the grain, allow it to stand 
until glazing occurs and the grain can 
ust be indented with the finger nail. 
?he stalks and blades will then be in 
;ood condition for feed and the er.rs 
nfficieutly mature to be of good weight, 
?ut in shocks and allow to cure. To be 
f mo^t value this crop must bo run 
hrou.uk a fodder shredder and corn 
uhker. Considerable fault was found 
ast year with tho shrodders from the 
act that many operators were injwn d 
vhile ieediiig them. Guards will un- 
onbtetily be provided, which will less- 
u the dauger and greater familiarity 
i'irh the machines will cause accidents 
o become less frequent. Another objec- 
tion tu shredded fodder is that it often 
spoils if stored in nio\vs. Some experi- 
ence will be required to enable a per'on 
to tell just when fodder is dry enough 
to store. Tins s:ime skill is UL-cessjiry in 
stacking or mowing huy of ail kinds, 
but us haying has been practiced for 
centuries f.uruers know just how to 
handle it. The same will be true with 
corn fodder. 
More experience will re- 


sult in less losi. 


Shredding, however, is not absolutely 


nc-ct-fsary. Many good dairymen, .is 
well as general stock raiders, succe.-';- 
fuiiy fcc.1 corn fodder uuhusked. Oeca-1 
sioually they are ridiculed, but thev 
make, money at it, aud there is no reason 
why it should not be fed thus if it is 
more economical of time and labor and 
equally profirabin. 


Th.o grcs&w- Difficulty in oeuuring 


CCrTi icddor is tho amount of labor re- 
quired to cut and shock it. While this 
drawback stiilexifts, improved machin- 
ery has robbed the bugbear of mauy Of 
its terrors.

describes as a most desirable harvester 
the corn binder, which outs one row at 
a timt, time? it while still standing on 
end and discharges tho bundle to out- 
side. Down corn, littlo corn, big corn, 
an- handled with CIM'. Two horses take 
it along qurte readily. It can be used 
for ensilage- as well as fodder corn. 


Besides ibo binder there are a very 


great number of sled and whet-led side 
cutters operated by two men. Tii" cn«s 
is cut by the machine and the meu car 
ry ir to the shock and st.ti'd it up. Tho 
ftxjt corn cnner l<s highly spoken of and 
enables the oji -r.itor in have free use of 
both hands iov carrying the fodder, 
ilueh more cor.i, ic is claimed, can be 
cut in a day than with the hand knife. 
It is huid work .operating these ma- 
chines but the cor:i can bo cut so much 
more rapidly than by hand that they 
are desirable. With the binder the labor 
comes in taking up and carrying the 
green bundle to the shock.

Prnne Diseases. 


Primes in Oregon are subject to two 


diseases—the shotliolo fungus and the 
gtmunosis. They may at the present 
time be found in nine-tenths of the 
orchards of the state and are doing, a<= 
they do every year, an immense amount 
of damage. Professor Hedrick of the 
Oregon Agriculture college says: 


The shothok1 fungus is very easily 


controlled. The trees should be sprayed 
with bordeaux mixture as soon as the 
leaves appear, the application being re- 
pe'ated at intervals of two or three weeks 
until the middle of the. summer. If it 
is necessary to spray when the fruit is 
nearly ripe, substitute for tho bordeaux 
miitnro one of the clear fungicides, to 
avoid staining the fruit. Two or three 
applications will be foand sufficient. 
Cherries are affected with tbe same 
fungus and should be treated the same. 


Selecting Seed Corn. 


Keep a lookout for the finest and best 


filled ears of corn, and, better thau all, 
if grown on a stalk bearing hardy ears. 
The old time method of hanging seed 
corn from a, rafter by the chimney iu 
the garret, is a good one. Tho heat from 
the stove or furnace will dry out these, 
ears before the weather turns cold 
enough to freeze them. Seed corn that 
has never been frozen is in demand at 
planting time.

"I have had patients here of this 


class," be csatinaed, is to whom I had 
to administer as high as 30 grains of 
morphine in cue day ro save their lives 
This dose wcnid be sufficient to kiil 
about five ordinary persons not awns- 
sotned to the drug.'' 


That victims to the onrnra and mor- 


phine habits should furnish as manv as 
35 oat of every 100 criminals landing 
in the cijy prison, -when the police and 
other authorities of the city are pro-. 
claiming that the open sale or use of 
these drags bas been entirely suppressed 
or stamped out, somewhat surprise 
me, -and I asked Dr. Ward whence^ tbi 
parocclar class of prisoneis came froze. 


"The alcohoUc patiente ars prin 


cipaUy from the upper section of tjj 
city, but the morphine or opium vie 
tims, as a role, al! come from the lowe 
part of the city, "he replied. "Oae o 
the most pinable subjects of tbe opium 
babst that came here <°?aa George Appo 
the green goods operator, who is the son 
of Qnimbo Appo, the Chinese murderer 
Appo testified before the Lexow com 
mittee against MeNaJly, tbe king of 
the green goods men.

One carious feature, from a medical 


standpoint, about the Tombs prisoners 
is that they almost; immediately become 
seized with the impression that they 
are suffering from all sorts of ailments 
and want treatment They ruminate 
o.er their old complaints and shout for 
the doctor, -whereas if they were at 
home they would never think of need- 
ing medical attendance. 


With the habitual criminal or "re- 


peaters" and "revolvers," as thev are 
called, this is not the case. These "know 
the regulations of ihe prison and under- 
stand that the lease troublesome way to 
get along ia to cau« as little annoyance 
as possible. It is remarkable aiso to no- j 
tice how.newcomers to the pity prisoi 
ynite readily become reconciled" to ilit 
Barroundings. The first- day they appar- 
ently feel their degradation, but in 
few days it is -wonderful to behold 
them, laughing and joking about their 
predicaments. 


Equally remarkable is the way tbe 


newcomers, or at lea.st those conmTitted 
for petty offenses, will take to lionizing 
and Joo!^ng,nP to those committed for 
the bigger grades cf crime, such as 
murder and bank robbery. 


"A class of people who are great at 


feigning illness are those who come 
down here from the workhouse" on 
Blackwell's island," said Dr. Ward fur- 
ther. "As soon as I hear of these 
complaining sud find them- in a normal 
condition I tell them they require no 
medicine, and if they take any ir, will 
do thorn more barm than good. Jf ;hpy 
are persistent after my esami'iation or

-'k?, ami :us soon as it is thoroughiv 


dried ont, stack or store in a mow or 
under u hay shed. 
Properly cured fod- 


der of this kind can be fed in the stable 
with little, inconvenience, as the stalks 
will be almost completely consumed and 
therefore not in the way when the stalls 
are cleaned. 


If the hill corn ia desired for both 


•odder and the grain, allow it to stand 
until glazing occurs and the grain can 
nst be indented with the finger nail. 
"he stalks and blades will then be iu 
;ood condition for feed and tho earh 
nflieiemly mature to be of good weight. 
*nt in shocks and allow to core. To bo 
of mosr value this crop must be run 
hrongh a fodder shredder and corn 
msker. Considerable fault was found 
ast year with the shredders from the 
act that many operators were injured 
fhile feeding them. Guards will un- 
.onbtedly be provided, which will less- 
n the danger and greater familiarity 
vith the machines will cans*1 accidents 
o beco^io less frequent. Another objec- 
tion to shredded fodder is that it often 
.spoils if stored in mows. Home experi- 
ence will Le required to enable a person 
to toll jur>t v. hen fodder is dry enough 
to store. This same skill is necessary in 
Hacking or mowing hay of all kinds, 
but as haying has been practiced for 
centuries farmers know- just how to 
handl*1 it. Tho same \vill bo true \, itli 
corn fodder. Jlore experience will re- 
sult in less loss. 


Shreddinp, however, is not absolutely 


necereary. Many good dairymen, as 
well as general stock raisers, surces-s- 
fnlly ft eel corn fodder unhu^ked. Occa- 
sionally they are ridiculed, but they 
make money at it, and there is no reason 
why n should not be fed thus if it is 
more ocouviiiieal of tiaie and labor and 
equally profitable. 


The gjeiit*- 
difficulty in securing 


C0itl i odder is tho amount of labor re- 
quired to cut and shock it 
While this 


drawback still exists, improved machin- 
ery has roblied the bugbear of many ot 
its terrors. 
The, 
authority 
quoted 


describes as a most desirahlo harvester 
the corn binder, which cuts one row at 
a time, binds it while still standing on 
end and discharges the bundle to oiw 
side. Down corn, little- corn, big corn, 
are handled with ease. Twc, horses fgko 
it along quite readily. It can bo used 
for ensilage as wtll as fodder corn. 


Besides the binder there are a very 


gioat number of sled and wheeled side 
Cutters Operated by two men. The corn 
is cut by the machine and the men fai- 
ry it to the shod; ."id staiu-i it up. The 
foot corn cnticr is highly spoken of a.nd 
enables the op^r,.tur to have free u=e of 
both hands jcr carrying the fodder. 
Much more corn, it is claimed, can be 
cut in a day than with the hand knife 
It is haid wi >rk ..operating these ma- 
chines, but the corn can bo cut so much 
more rapidly than by hand that they 
are desirable. With the binder tho labor 
comes in taking up and carrying the 
green bundle to tho shock. 


Burnyanl Manure.

Suppling you have land wiw-d 


raising wheat. You now want to make- 
file seed bed. If yon can plow, say two 
mouths before seeding time, yon may 
plow deep; then begin the firming proc- 
ess and keep it up until ready to seed, 
harrowing aud rolling to compact the 
soil until it consists of two or three 
iucbes of fine mellow soil oil top and 
firm underneath. 
If fallow ground or 


ground on which a seed bed can be 
made without plowing, the cultivator 
should be u.=ed, but if the ground must 
be plowed to turn under weeds or stub- 
ble, 
and if seeding time is near at hand, 


plow shallow and prepare the seed beri 
as above. 


The object of this plan of preparation 


is to compel the roots of the •nheutpluiit 
to spread out horizontally iu the ground 
near the surface instead of growing 
down deep in the soil. Soil, when fro- 
zen, rises in height. If the roots of wheat 
strike deep into the soil, the top soil, i 
freezing first, expands or rises, while 
the soil underneath remains stationary, 
thus severing the roots, and by coutiu- . 
ued freezings aud thawing.-, the plant has ' 
that -appearance known as "heaving," j / 
while if the roots spread out near tlie 11 
surface they would form a kind of mat j 
in the soil and in freezing will rise and | 
fall with the soil without near so much 
damage. We firmly believe if this plan 
was followed on all uncertain soils— 
those likely to winter killing—it would 
make a remarkable increase to the crop. !

Prone Diseases, 


Prunes in Oregon are subject to two 


diseases—the shotholc fiingus r.ml the 
gummosis. They may at the present 
time be found iu nine-tenths of the 
orchards of the state aud are doing, as 
they do every year, an immense amount 
of damage. Professor Heclriek of the 
Oregon Agriculture college says: 


The sbothole fungus is very easily 


controlled. The trees should be sprayed j 
with bordeaux mixture as soou as the j 
leaves appear, the application being re- ' 
peated at intervals of two or tbreo weeks 
until the middle of the. summer. If it 
is necessary to spray when the fruit is 
nearly ripe, substitute for tho bordeaux 
mixture one of the clear fungicides, to 
avoid staining the fruit. Two or three 
applications will be foaiid sufficient. 
Cherries are affected with the same 
fungus and should bo treated the farno.
